I use Netscape 7.2 on my MAC, and in it you can have the best of both 
worlds: your program will send HTML to recipients who can receive it, 
and switch to Plain text for those who can't (or won't). 


I presume one can select the Preference, in whatever program you use, 
that is similar to what is in Netscape: 


In my Preferences: Netscape>Preferences>Mail>Send Format 


In Send Format, select the second option: 


When sending messages in HTML format and one or more recipients are not 
listed as being able to receive HTML: 


1. __ Ask me what to do (Mail prompts you to choose a format 
2. XX Convert the message to plain text (some formatting may be lost) 


3. __Send the message in HTML anyway (some mail programs may not be able 
to display it) 


4. __ Send the message in both plain text and HTML (larger message size) 


So, you choose HTML as your format.... but if the recipient 
(Boatanchors) cannot recieve HTML, then Boatanchors will receive Plain Text. 


Could it possibly be easier-or better- than that? And if you don't know 
how to set this up in your program, ask, and someone here can surely 
guide you-off the reflector.
